coverage was not caused by any changes in the law but must be ascribed to the growth — 
in the number of enterprises and more effective enforcement of the coverage provi- 
sions of the law, As of December 1948, the number of establishments covered by 
government-managed Health Insurance totaled 118,905 compared with 106,811 in July
